April 10th, 327 bales, market closing 
at 1l5jc. Receipts for corresponding 
week 1874, 677 bales, market closing 
at 15}. Decrease in receipts for week 
this year 350 bales. Whole receipts 
since lst September, 1874, to date, 
31,568; same time last year, 22,768.

THE COLONIZED RADS IN THE 
FiFTH WARD.—A Correspondent in 
another column makes the law plain 
as regards the right of a colonized 
voter to register. The Radicals of this 
city, knowing no law, and yielding 
to their inhuman thirst for office, 
have endeavored to override the late 
enactment of the Legislature amend- 
ing the charter of this city, and have 
both openly and secretly been en- 
gaged in the devilish work of coloniz- 
ing the ignorant negro voters into the 
Fifth Ward, with a view of overrun- 
ning the honest Democratic vote of 
that ward, and thus retain control of 
the city—and this work has been 
done principally by office-holdera, 
those whose duty it should be to pro- 
tect the laws of theland. The law is 
plain that these colonized squatters, 
who have been huddled together in 
every conceivable hut, and who have 
only been moved into the ward for a 
temporary purpose, have not a sha- 
dow of right to vote, and we feel con- 
fident those who have the real inter- 
ests of the city government at heart 
will not submit to the perpetration of 
this outrage. Let the law be rigidly 
enforced upon every man who thus

Colonizing—Is It Lawfal ? 


The term “‘colonizing’’ is generally 
understood to mean the settling of 
voters in certain districts, counties, 
townships, or wards of a city, in order 
to carry elections. It is a clever poli- 
tical trick and it does credit to the 
brains of the party wire-pullers, and 
is certainly a very easy way to accom- 
plish a partisan victory. 

But is it right ? 
it consistent with the law of the land ? 

As to its being right or wrong ina 
moral point of view, it is useless to 
inquire. .As to whether it conflicts 


' with our common sense notions of 


justice or not, may as well be passed 
over in silence. I only wish to direct 


{ attention to the point, whether or not 


the colonizing which has notoriously 
been going on in this city, contrary 
to the terme of the charter, under 
which the approaching election is to 
be held ? 

This is a pointof vital interest, as 
upon it will turn the fact of the May 
eléction ; and as a citizen of Raleigh, 
interested in an humble way in all 
that concerns its welfare, I would 
respectfully suggest that the wise 
men of the city immediately give the 
subject that attention which its im- 
portance merits. 

To my mind, I submit in all can- 
dor and without prejudice to the 
rights of any, this colonizing busi- 
ness is a plain, palpable, unmistaka- 
ble violation of the terms of the char- 
ter—which is the law governing in 
this matter. 3 

Let us see. The qualification of 
voters in this election, is determined 
by the charter itself. Now arises the 
question, who are the qualified 
voters ? 

The charter requires that the voter 
shall bea citizen of North Carolina, 
and that he shall haye resided in the 
city of Raleigh ninety days, and in 
the ward in which he offers to regis- 
ter, thirty days next preceding the 
day of election. 

Observe that the word ‘‘resided”’ is 
used as the same word which is em- 
ployed in that section of the State 


| Constitution which prescribes the 


qualifications of electors. 

It is, then, of the first importance, 
in ascertaining the lawfulness or un- 
lawfulness of this colonizing, that the 
exact legal mesning of the word re- 
sided be ascertained. 

Does it mean a bare living in the 
Ward thirty days—a mere temporary 
lodging—a squatting for a temporary 
purpose? For example, can a citizen 
of Raleigh living in the first Ward 
move over into the second Ward 
thirty days before the election, and 
register and vote there, unless he 
moved with the intention of making 
the second Ward his fixed abode, the 
place of his home ? 

We need not rely upon our com- 
mon sense notions about this matter. 
The Supreme Court of North Caro- 
lina relieves us of thistrouble. It 
has rendered a decision which defines 
the legal signification of the term 
‘‘residence,’’ and sets the matter ina 
clear light. 

In the case of Roberts vs. Cannon, 
4 Dev. and Bat. 256, it is decided that 
by residence the Constitution in- 
tends a domicil; and that this re- 
quisition is not satisfied by a visit to 
the place, whether for a longer or 
shorter period of time, if the stay 
there be for a temporary purpose, 
and with the design of leaving when 
that purpose is accomplished. ‘To 
use the exact language of the decis- 
ion, ‘‘it must bea fixed abode, con- 
stituting it the place of his home.”’ 

What can be plainer than that? 

This decision is in strict accordance 
with the common law definition of 
the term ‘“‘residence,’’ and the com- 
mon law is “the perfection of rea- 
son.’’ 

In Bruner’s Law Dictionary resi- 
dence is defined to be ‘‘the place of 
one’s domicil ;’”’ aud it is a domicil 
“when it is takenup animo manit- 
endi,””’ (that is, with the intention of 
remaining.) 

In a North Carolina case, (Horne 
vs. Horne 9 Ired. 99,) it was decided 
that to makea place a man’s domi- 
cil, the man must not only live in 
such place, but must do so with the 
intention of making it a home. 

This true and legal construction of 
the word ‘“ resided,’’ deprives the 
colonizer of the right to vote, unless 
he can swear that he moved into the 
ward with the intention of making 
it his fixed abode, the place of his 
home, and not for a mere temporary 
purpose. And those who swear, 
swear at their peril, for the Jaw is 
that ‘‘if any person shall wilfully 
swear falsely in such affidavits he 
shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor; and on conviction shall be 
sentenced to pay a fine of one hun- 
dred dollars, and to be imprisoned 
sixty days in the county jail.” 

The charter is most explicit on this 
point. It prescribes that the election 
must be heid agreeably to the provi- 
sions of sections 11, 14, 15,19 and 20 
of chapter 52, of Battle’s Revisal. 
Section 15 states in full the oath to 


be administered to persons challeng- | 


ed. In that oath the voter is requir- 
ed to swear that he is ‘‘an actual resi- 
dent.”’ iy 

To be ‘‘an actual resident’’ of a 
county, township or ward, according 
to our best law and authorities, the 
person must go into such territory 
with the intention of establishing 
there his domicil or permanent 
abode. So that, a man who moves 
from one ward into another for the 
purpose of voting in the latter, and 
after the election, leaves the ward in 
which he voted, renders himself lia- 
ble to indictment, and to the severe 
penalties provided in the charter. 

The law it seems to me, is very 
plain—so plain that “he that runs 
may read.’”?’ But I do not know that 
this is the general opinion. On the 
contrary, itis evident that many of 
our best citizens look upon ‘‘coloniz- 
ing’’ as lawful. I can only account 
for this upon the supposition that 
they have not given the subject a 
thorough investigation. 

This matter should be well under- 
stood, for ignorance of the law will 
be no excuse for the colonized voter. 

On this point, too, we have legal 
decisions. In State vs. Hart, 6 Jones 
389, it was decided that ‘‘an indict- 
ment will lie against one who gives 
an unlawful vote, though he and 
others may have thought it to be 
lawful; and even the fact that the 


inspectors of the election thought it | 


was lawful for him to vote, will be 
no defence, if they did not decide so 
upon a full statement of the facts 
made to them.’’ 

And again, in the State vs. Boyett, 
10 Iredell, 536, it is decided that 
‘““where amanis indicted under the 
statute for knowingly and fraudulent- 
ly voting at an election, when he is 
not q ed to vote, he cannot jus-

| tify himself by showing that he was 


advised by a very respectable gentle- 
man thathe had a right to vote ; for 
the maxim that ignorance of the law 
excuses No man, applies as strongly 
to this case as any other.’’ 


| The duties of the Judges of the | 


election as regards these ‘“‘colonized”” 
voters, is plain. Section i4 of Chap. 
52, Battle’s Revisal, referred toin the 
charter, says: 

‘‘On the day of election any elector 
may, and ft shall be the d of the 
Judges of election, to challenge 
vote of auy person, who may 
known or not to be a duly 
qualified voter.’’

These three articles are 
made of a pecular and very rich and 
costly fabric, technically denomin- 
ated Sicilienne silk, which is usually 
manufactured fifty inches in width, 
in order to avoid unsightly seems in 
the garments.

ENCOURAGE YOUR HOME 
PAPER. 


The Albemarle Register has a 
capital article under this head, and 
gives such good counsel as ought to 
be heeded. The intelligence of a 
community is in a direct ratio to the 
extent of its reading. To act intel- 
ligently upon matters of public in- 
terest, it must have information 
upon public affars, and that is best 
obtained through the columns of 
the local paper, if the editor thereof 
uses due diligence. But readers 
may reasonably complain in many 
instances, that the editor depends 
too much upon others, and gives 
too little personal attention to his 
paper to give ita hold on popular 
interest.

THE LESSONS OF THE CONNEC-

There never was a political fight 
more important in its influences 
than the late election in Connecti- 
cut. We conceive that the whole 
future policy of the country hinges 
upon it, for there were laid down 
unmistakably the issues of war cr 
peace.

Its State’s Rights 
doctrines, the South upholds with 
pride, because she believes that in 
he end the whole Union will rally 
to them, as the ark of safety. But 
these doctrines are so modified that 
they cannot, by any possibility, sug- 
gest the idea of hostility to the 


general Government. 

_ The South is subdued, and feels 
itself no more than a conquered 
province. If trusted, she will be 
an active co-operator for the com- 
mon glory of the Union.

Piain Views of Public Affairs, 

We begin to-day a series of com- 
munications from a distinguished 
gentleman who, ata distance from 
the centres of political activity, 
watches With a keen and intelligent 
eve the varied interests of the State 
and country. Wedirect the atten- 
tion of the reader to them, Knowing, 
however, that after it is once fixed, 
there need be no necessity to repeat 


the direetion. 
Owing to the length of the present 


communieation, we are compelled to 
divide it 
the Dally News. 
Mr. ditor:—Now that pressure 
upon your columns have partially 
evased by the adjournment of the 
Legislature and of Congress, I pro- 


little closer my communication 
with the News, heretofore existing 
only inits regular and welcome visits, 
by an oeeasional letter upon such 
topics as passing events may present 
—avoeation or a somewhat desultory 
reading may suggest. I shall de- 
mand an “ample verge,’’ a character 
freeas the wind. It will be found as 
we go on that my free drift halts not 
particularly,but moves itselfin a wide 
-eaof wax. Ishall ask the liberiy 
toexpatiate freely on men and things, 
keeping always in view, hcewever, 
those bounds which the nice sense of 
propriety, so instinctive with the 
readers of the NEWs, imperatively 
prescribes, 

' [ know the fastidious taste of the 
Npws, the somewhat severe critical 
judgment to which contributions to 
ts columns will be subjected. I 
snow the danger towhich I expose 
myself of editorial dissent and casti- 
ratiop, if the views expressed by me 
shall teo widely diverge from those 
held within its “‘sanetum.’’ But I 
know too the liberality for which 
Journalists have always been distin- 
guished, that they often—in fearless 
confidence, that the fullest discussion 
can but promote the cause of truth— 
throw open their columns for the 
circulation of opinions opposed to 
theirown. As to the dangers of the 
former class, they are such as I would 
neither seek to remove nor abate; let 
them stand, holding out their whole- 
some terrors to all whorashly med- 
die with that great instrument of 
progress—the pen. Ofthose of the 
latter class, I shall always be hee.tful- 
lv observant, and if the current of 
opinion shallimpel me against the 
tenets, I shall trust to that 
Catbolie construction which is the 
rule of the fraternity, and pre-emi- 
nently that of the News. 

I have furthera reliance on that 
Which always forms a bond = of 
strongest union in all free States. 
You recollect the sentiment of Cicero: 
‘Idem sentire de Republica ea sola 
prima amicitia Now, though I 
cannotsubscribe to this sentiment in 
its whole extent, for the circle, as- 
piration and endeavor is far wider 
now than in Cicero’s day, yet I do 
believe that a common fealty to the 
vyreat fundamental doctrines of gov- 
rrnment constitutes a basis of regard 
that may be justly reckoned among 
the broadestand firmest. Certainly 
the highest earthly motive which 
can prompt the mind is the good of 
the State; the highest honor which 
amancan win is that of him who de- 
serves well of his country. To seek 
that good, then, through measures 
embodying those doctrines; to labor 
for the promotion of fit men to carry 
those measures into effect, thus 
erging all personality ; waiving all 
individual preferences and opiaions ; 
uniting for the suecess of principle, 
aud that alone must be conceded to. 
be the highest of human aims, and 
pursued by worthy means. It has 
been said that “party is a noble fel- 
owship, if nobly adopted.’? Upon 
this point I think with pleasure 
that there is the warmest sympathy 
between us, and that in any opinions 
Which I may hereafter express, how- 
ever We may differ, on this vital sub- 
ject We are ag one. 

Apropos of the Legislature! I 
Wish to put on record my humble | 
judgment, and that of all who have 
expressed themselves in my hearine. 
And it is one of approval. It sat 
Jong ; but the subjects of deliberation 
were among the most important that 
ever came before an Assembly of our 
State. Its sessions were somewhat 
exhuberint in discussion, but those 
discussions were generally directed 
to definite and practical objects. 
There was some lack of experience 
but that was more than com pensated 
by a respectful deference to the ex- 
pressed opinion of the State when it 
could be collected. Ifall its measures 
do not meet popular sanction—and I 
am not sure that there are any that 4 
Will fail to secure it—there are some, 
‘he adoption of which, will cause this 
Legislature to be held in honorable 
and grateful remembrance. Of these 
latter, two stand out prominently— 
the Convention and University bills. 
if the Legislature had done nothin 
lore, the passage of those bills would | 
establish for that body a claim to the 
respect and confidence of the peaple, 
-econd to none that eversat in North 
Carolina. 

Of the late Assembly it may with 
(ruth be said, that its ‘composition’? 
was excellent—made up it was of. 
men of capacity, judgment and char- 
acter; of men fairly representative of . 
the professions and pursuits of the 
State, and well informed of the | 
various interests of our people. It 
may with equal truth be said, that its 
lueasures Were inspired by an anxious 
cesie for the general welfare, and 
that it displayed a lofty moral cour-

Among the 
to metaphysicians, under which the 
tendency to association of ideas ex- 
ists, is that.of contrast, By contrast, 
we are irresistably led from the Le- 
gislature of North Carolina to the 
Congress of the United States. If we 
regard the. one with satisfaction, not 
unmixed with pride; with what 
shame and indignation do we turn 
to the other. By their fruits shall 
ye know them. Judged by this 
test, what would verdict 
upon that Congress be? What 
would be our conclusions as 
motives and purposes? . Looking to 
its measures, could we avoid the con- 
viction that its predominant motive 
was ap insane hate of all that was ac- 
complished by the founders of our 
Government; its purpose to undo all 
that they had done? Take for ex- 
ample the tax bill. It was a maxim 
with the founders of our Republic, 
that government is instituted for the 
benefit of our governed, and that the 
burdens of taxation, necessary for its 
support, should bear as lightly as pos- 
sible upon its citizens under the most 
frugal disbursement. ‘The late Con- 
gress found war taxes existing, ten 
years after the war was ended; and 
yet under an unexampled and profli- 
gate expenditure in every department 
of the Government, the revenues had 


whole ex»ensés of ‘the Gevernment 
forty years ago. In the better days 
of our Republic—at any time, indeed, 
prior to the incoming of the party 
now in er—the diseovery of ex- 
travagance would have been promptly 
followed by measures for retrench- 
ment and reform ; but the maxims of 
those days were so completely forgot- 


gress, that it loaded the country 
with still heavier taxation. This was 
done, too, in the teeth of the 
declarations made a short time since 
by the Chairman of the Committee of 
Ways and Means, and that the reve- 
nues were sufficient not only for the 
expenses of the Government, but for 
an adequate provision for the Sinking 
Fund These maxims would have 
dicta.ed, that if increased taxation 
were resorted to at all, it should be 
imposed upon wealth, and the super- 
fivities of wealth. The Congress, with 
its;wonted sympathy for the capital 
interest, put the additional burden 
upon the necessities of the poor.
